When Annie Byrne and Vanessa 
Buccella met on a cycling team in 
2012, both wondered why the sport 
often seemed skewed toward men. 

‘To attract more women to cycling, 
they started a meet-up group for fe- 
male riders, with the tagline “A Cy- 
cling Community Geared for Wom- 
en.” That morphed into the idea to 
open a bike shop in the same vein. 

Now their female-focused bike 
shop, BFF Bikes, the first of its kind 
in Chicago, is the latest addition to 
a field of local cycling organizations 
aimed at getting women more in- 
volved in the sport. 

Evidence of the cycling gender 
gap can be found in various national 
reports, and among the observations 
of local riders. Within the region’s 
community of bicycle racers, Byrne 
said, “a men’s race can easily sell out 
a race with 75 or more slots,” while 
many women’s events have struggled 
to attract more than a core group of 
15 or so riders. 

In terms of day-to-day com- 
muting and recreation, the city’s 
most recent data dump on Divvy, 
its bike-share program, shows that 
women make up 31 percent of the 
bike share’s membership but only 
account for about 21 percent of the 
total trips on Divvy bikes. 

“Women are the minority in the 
sport, in bike shops and in the re- 
sources that are out there,” Byrne 
said. “So we thought of creating a 
shop that was very focused on put- 
ting women first—a shop for any- 
body, but one created by women and 
run by women.” 

In recent years, more groups fo-

cused on female rider experiences 
have cropped up around the city, in- 
cluding the Women and Trans Night 
at bike shop West Town Bikes and 
a number of racing teams, meet-up 
groups and women-led rides. 

Lauren Gill, a cycling blogger and 
member of Tiny Fix, a “female bike 
gang” of 10 women who host rides 
around the Chicago area and com- 
pete in races, said she has struggled 
to find cycling organizations and 
groups that aren’t mostly men. 

Gill, 25, of Humboldt Park, said 
gender is important to her when it 
comes to cycling because women 
can face different challenges than 
male riders—among them, finding 
bicycle frames that fit their bodies, 
condescension from male mechan- 
ics and street harassment from driv- 
ers, pedestrians or other riders. 

“There have been so many times 
where my ride is disrupted by a ha- 
rassing remark or a car beeping at me, 
only to realize that I am being very 
childishly hit on,” she said. “It’s more 
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threatening, and I won- 
der if male riders don’t 
understand the full 
experience of being a 
female cyclist.” 

BFF Bikes, which 
Byrne and Buccella 
opened in March 
on Armitage 
Avenue in 
Bucktown, sells 
unisex bicycles, 
helmets and tools, 
and apparel made 
for female bodies. The store also 
hosts a women-only cycling team—a 
rarity in the competitive commu- 
nity of mostly gender-neutral and 
men-only racing teams. 

Last week, 11 women on the BFF 
team competed in the Gaper’s Block 
Crits, a beginner-level cycling race on 
a short course. 

Buccella said BFF Bikes is among 
a growing number of female-fo- 
cused shops cropping up around 
the United States, including Gladys 
in Portland, Ore., Eleanor’s NYC 
in New York, Peddle Chic in South 
Carolina and Unlikely Cyclist in Or 
ange County, Calif. For her, the value 
of these shops is creating a space 
that feels less intimidating to women 
just getting into the sport. 

“So many women go to spin classes 
or do triathlons or 5Ks, and I want 
to tell them, ‘Don't be afraid of 
this,’” she said.

Instead, mayor promotes 
property tax hike

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday ruled out 
creating a city income tax as a way to shore 
up the city’s municipal and laborers retire- 
ment funds while describing the $250 mil- 
lion property tax increase he wants to pay 
for the pension changes as “a measured way, 
a responsible way to address the question.” 
The mayor, however, still did not say 
how he would come up with an additional 
$600 million next year for police and fire 
pensions, a pressing financial issue that 
would not be solved by the money from the 
mayor’s proposed property tax hike for the 


other pension funds. 

Emanuel did not rule aur seeking another 
property tax increase ta deal with thise 
pension funding gaps bur said, *Thau’s nar 
my priority.” 

Emanuel scored a big win at the Capinal 
on Tuesday when state Lawmakers quickly 
approved his partial pension fix, wheels still 
needs Democratic Gov. Quinn's signature. 

The re-election-seeking poveroar has 
strongly criticized a praperty tax increase: 
as the wrong way to go. “The mayor sabd be 
called the governor Wednesday morning, bar 
the two had yet to speak as af midatternaan. 

The mayor said he was willing to lisnenm to 
other funding ideas but then laid aut fis case

21 injured in stabbing 
at Penn. high school 


MURRYSVILLE, Penn. A 16-year-old student 
wielding two knives went on a stabbing ram- 
page in the hallways of a Pittsburgh-area high 
school early Wednesday, injuring 21 people, 
about half of them seriously, officials said. 

The attacker moved stealthily through 
Franklin Regional High School, stabbing his 
victims in the torso and slashing arms and 
faces before anyone realized what was hap- 
pening, students and officials said. Some of 
the injured taken to nearby hospitals were in 
critical condition, doctors said. 

Students described a scene of panic, with 
the school being hastily evacuated after a fire 
alarm was pulled. The unidentified sopho- 
more suspected in the attack was in police 
custody, said Tom Seefeld, chief of police in 
Murrysville, Penn. 

The attacker, described by a classmate as 
a quiet person who kept to himself, started 
his rampage at around 7:13 a.m. EDT, walking 


along the hallways to several classrooms at the 
school in Murrysville, 20 miles east of Pitts- 
burgh, officials said. 

Assistant Principal Sam King tackled 
the boy, who was armed with two “straight 
knives” of about 8 to 10 inches, and an armed 
security officer handcuffed him with help 
from the principal, Seefeld said. 

“We had 20 students and one adult, a 
school safety officer, that were injured today,” 
Westmoreland County District Attorney 
John Peck said at a news conference. 

He said the teen will likely be charged as 
an adult, possibly with aggravated assault and 
attempted murder, and then his name will be 
released. 

A total of 21 people, most of them 14 to 
17 years old, were transported to area hospi- 
tals, four by medical helicopters. Several had 
life-threatening injuries, with nine in critical 
condition, hospital officials said.

Wildcats QB sacks union talk

Northwestern coach Pat Fitzgerald calls 
starting quarterback Trevor Siemian “our 
leader ... it’s his football team.” 

Siemian on Wednesday used that plat- 
form to explain why he will vote no to 
unionizing on April 25.

Siemian said that he faults himself for 
not gathering more information before 
joining with the vast majority of his team- 
mates to sign union cards after a presen- 
tation by former Northwestern quarter- 
back Kain Colter and Ramogi Huma, the 
founder of the College Athletes Players 
Association. 

CAPA emerged victorious in a hearing

“From the day we got back in January, 
there is no doubt that this is Trevor Siemi- 
an’s football team,” Fitzgerald said. “From 
the standpoint of trust, he has earned it 
because he has great care and concern and 
love for his teammates.” 


Fitz can’t have 
it both ways 


Pat Fitzgerald is the face 
of modern Northwestern 
football. 

He’s the embodiment 
of the recent success the 
program has had. After all, 
the school will tell you it is 
Chicago’s Big’Ten team. 

Not only is Fitzgerald 
a former player coaching 
at his alma mater, but he 
also represents hope for a 
program with a well-docu- 
mented history of futility. 

That makes him a company guy. 

Last week, Fitzgerald broke his silence when 
he made his stance known regarding the recent 
National Labor Relations Board ruling that al- 
lows football players to unionize. Like any coach 
who assembles a scouting report for an oppo- 
nent, Fitzgerald laid out his game plan. 

“T believe it’s in their best interests to vote no,” 
he told reporters. “With the research that I’ve 
done, I’m going to stick to the facts, and I’m go- 
ing to do everything in my power to educate our 
guys. Our university is going to do that. We'll give 
them all the resources they need to get the facts.” 

Those comments could be perceived as hypo- 
critical. 

Fitzgerald knows better than anyone what 
college football players go through. The protec- 
tion his former quarterback Kain Colter wants is 
similar to the protection Fitzgerald himself could 
have used when he suffered a broken leg during 
the Wildcats’ improbable Rose Bowl run in 1996. 

Fitzgerald is setting a dangerous precedent. 

It is no secret that college football coaches hold 
tremendous sway over their teams. 

College sports are evolving. The Big Ten gen- 
erated more than $315 million in revenue after 
the 2012 season. 

That’s a lot of money that can’t be ignored. 

At this point in time, Fitzgerald sounds more 
like a union-busting company guy than a football 
coach. 

The families of the players entrusted him with 
their sons’ development. Why would Fitzgerald 
get involved if things could end up in the school’s 
favor? 

Let these young men make adult decisions. 
There’s no problem with giving them advice. 

But, when giving someone advice on whether 
they should join a union, whose interests are the 
coaches protecting? The school’s or the players’?

America knows an inappropriate traveling 
paper salesman named Todd Packer and a 
loudmouthed sportscaster in a tall cowboy 
hat named Champ Kind. But only few have 
gone inside the true, brilliantly bizarre mind 
of David Koechner. 

On Friday night, Koechner will open his 
mental vault for Chicago when he takes the 
stage at Park West to conclude his 1o-city 
“Together Again” comedy tour, featuring 
opener Matt Dwyer and musician Andy Paley 
to create an experience Koechner calls “full- 
scale entertainment.” 

“Tt’s tough to describe our tour,” he added. 
“Stand-up, impressions, characters, audience 
interaction, musical bits ... I just feel my way 
through it, be inventive and make sure it’s 
never the same show. I find that spark be- 
tween myself and the audience and find ways 
to go down a different pathway no one ex- 
pected.” 

More than anything, Koechner misses Chi- 
cago and his countless 2 a.m. hangouts with 
fellow comedians at Old Town Ale House 
across the street from The Second City. 

“Ah, I miss everything,” he said. “It’s my 
favorite place in the country ... my favorite 
town I like to say. It’s just got that feel. New 
York as a city is unique and special, but Chi- 
cago is the greatest. 

Koechner also can be seen throwing out 
the first pitch at Wrigley Field on Thursday 
afternoon. “I'll probably throw a knuckleball 
and make it really hard on whoever is catching 
it,” he said.

Champ Kind and Todd Packer. I’m not like 
those guys even a little bit. 


I liked you as the manager of a Shenanigans 
in “Waiting.” 

I’m actually more like that character because 
I’ve worked in tons of restaurants, so that 
was actually drawing from real experience. 


Do you ever use Champ Kind catchphrases 
in the bedroom? 
That would make my wife so sad. 


No, I just meant, like, when you’re setting an 
alarm or whatever. 

My son Sergeant told me to say “whammy”

Opening Friday, “Cheap Thrills” is filled with 
disturbing behavior as Craig (Chicago native 
Pat Healy) and his old friend Vince (Ethan 
Embry) earn cash ina series of escalating 
games overseen by a wealthy couple (David 
Koechner, Sara Paxton). Yet the film’s most 
quietly unsettling moments might be the 
expressions on Violet’s (Paxton) face as she 
watches what these guys are willing to do for 
money. She’s never horrified; rather, Paxton 
(“The Innkeepers,” “The Last House on the 
Left”) gives Violet a spectrum of cold delight, 
blankly enjoying others’ suffering and de- 
scent without entirely lacking a moral center. 
(She loves puppies, though who doesn’t?) 

It’s the latest proof that the 25-year-old 
actress, who called from L.A. after audition- 
ing for another horror/thriller, should be a 
bigger star.

tainment purposes. At least Pat and Ethan’s 
point of view, they desperately, desperately 
need the money. I’m sure we’ve all had those 
kinds of thoughts—reading the script, it 
really put me in that place where I was like, 
“Wow, what would I do if I had a child and 

I was going to be evicted and I was fired?” 

I don’t know what I'd do. They’re taking 
advantage of how desperate they are. I think 
that’s more [bleeped] up. 


Some of the movie’s most troubling mo- 
ments are your facial expressions. As you 
were preparing for the role, did you ever 
look in the mirror to see how disturbing your

No, I never practiced in the mirror. This is 
going to sound so corny and actor-y, but I 
think that I was so scared to play this role 
that I spent more time trying to figure out 
why she is that crazy and {bleeped] up. I was 
trying to get inside of her head and then 
not worry so much what the outcome of my 
facial expression would be. I was just trying 
to understand her because she’s so horrible 
and such an unfeeling psychopath. 


Is it scarier to encounter someone who's 
loud and disturbed or quiet and unsettling, 
like Violet? 

I personally think that Violet is the creepi- 
est person in the movie because at first 

you think you know who she is. You’re like, 
“Oh, she’s just this young, blonde trophy 
wife who’s texting on {her} phone.” I live in 
Los Angeles, so that is everywhere. It wasn’t 
hard to portray that; I see it all the time. 
And as the story goes on, it slowly dawns on 
you, like, “This girl is [bleeped}!” And then 
for me, I feel like her real moment is when 
she’s fixing up Craig’s face and she’s talking 
about how when she was a little girl she 

saw a skateboarder break all of his bones 
and she giggles as she’s saying it. And you're 
like, “What the [bleep], bitch?!

Chicago to vie for 
Lucas new museum

Billionaire “Star Wars” creator George Lucas, 
who wants to establish a major museum to 
house his significant art and movie memo- 
rabilia collection, is considering Chicago as 
the location after plans for his $300 million 
Lucas Cultural Arts Museum stalled in San 
Francisco. 

Mayor Emanuel wants the museum and is 
expected to create a task force of community 
leaders to identify potential sites. The city 
will submit a proposal to Lucas in the com- 
ing months, said David Spielfogel, a senior 
adviser to Emanuel. 

Lucas’ institution, excitedly identified by 
one San Francisco publication as “a world- 
class museum of the digital arts,” would house 
a collection that includes valuable Norman 
Rockwell paintings, examples of the Holly- 
wood special effects he pioneered at Indus- 
trial Light & Magic and memorabilia such as 
a scale model of the Millennium Falcon, the 
fictional spacecraft commanded by Han Solo. 

The decision to consider Chicago reflects 
Lucas’ recent commitment to the city. The 
69-year-old filmmaker, who is worth an esti- 
mated $5 billion, is married to Chicago invest- 
ment executive Mellody Hobson. The couple 
married last year and had a daughter by surro- 
gate. Lucas has been living part time in down- 
town Chicago. 

In the past year, Lucas and Hobson have 
committed $25 million each to two local, 
education-focused charities: the University 
of Chicago Laboratory Schools and After 
School Matters. 

“The city of Chicago has enthusiastically 
welcomed me, and I consider Chicago to be 
my second home,” Lucas said in a statement.

Chicago will not be the only city vying to 
host the museum, which is expected to 

be built without taxpayer money. Mayor 
Emanuel has been pursuing Lucas’ collec- 
tion for months. The city has a shot at the 
museum because Lucas has been frustrat- 
ed in his efforts to nail down an agreement 
for his first choice: a San Francisco bayside 
location on Crissy Field, part of a former 
Army base-turned-urban national park 
known as the Presidio.
